“WELL, IT WAS like this, officer,” says an Oregon truck driver to Sgt. Robert 
Delmar of the Buellton California Highway Patrol Office. “ I was only trying to blow 
the truck out.” Sgt. Delmar cited the truck driver on Highway 101 for exceeding the 
speed limit. 
Thoughts of the CHP on patrol

They’re only a battalion in what has 
been termed the never-ending battle 
against crime 
Their job is to constantly reprimand 
their employers. 
And, for less money than the street 
cleaners and garbage collectors in San 
Francisco are paid, they are prime 
targets for bizarre maniacs in a society 
that seems to be thriving more and more 
on violence. 
But, there is more to wearing the 14- 
carat gold badge of the California 
Highway Patrol than just insuring the 
state’s highways don’t become flyways. 
Sergeant R obert D elm ar of the 
Buellton CHP station supported the 
national speed limit in an in-car inter­ 
view which ranged from the grave and 
gravy moments of the occupation to the 
virtually 
unenforceable 
55-miles-per- 
hour limit. 
“The most common way to check 
speed,” Delmar said, as he steered out of 
Buellton and headed north on Highway 
101, “ is to maintain the speed limit while 
measuring the distance between you and 
the vehicle ahead of you with the 
odometer as you go into corners.” 
The patrolman arbitrarily chose a 
diesel tra c to r pulling a tra ile r to 
demonstrate the process. As the truck 
continued to pass traffic and gam two to 
three tenths of a mile on the black and 
white going into each corner, the CHP 
sergeant explained that you can also 
compare speeds measuring the distance 
between the tail lights of a vehicle being 
clocked. He said if the vehicle is pulling 
away, the distance between the tail 
lights will diminish. 
Delmar maintained the late model 
Dodge at 60 mph When it became ob­ 
vious the 18-wheeler was rapidly pulling 
away, he quickly closed the gap between 
the two vehicles, waited for “a place 
where it is good to pull him over and he 
won’t obstruct traffic,” and flashed the 
gut-gripping red searchlight in his 
mirror. 
“ I was just trying to blow the truck 
out,” pleaded the Oregon driver while 
Delmar filled out the citation. 
“ Well you were doing a pretty good 
job,” Delmar smiled, without missing a 
stroke of the pen 


“ I wasn’t going that fast,” exclaimed 
the highway jockey. 
“How fast?” 
“ Aaaa, I never got it past 65.” 
countered the overweight diesel operator 
in a last-ditch effort to avoid the ticket. 
Delmar estimated the truck was going 
“at least 65,” but since he only could be 
certain he exceeded 60, he wrote the 
ticket for 61 mph. 
In 20 years on the force, Delmar has 
probably written enough tickets to hold a 
raffle the size of the Irish Sweepstakes, 
but there is no sympathy from badge 
number 2069. 
“I’m tough on the speed lim it,” he 
said. “ I believe in it. I think it’s done a 
lot of good.” 
Delmar said the 55 mph limit has con­ 
served fuel, dropped the average speed 
eight to 10 miles per hour and decreased 
both fatality and injury accidents on the 
stale’s highways for the first time in 
years. 
“When you talk figures, they don’t im­ 
press anyone But when you talk lives, 
people listen. Maybe people do feel I’m 
being nitpicky when I write them for 60, 
but when I see all the good it’s done. I 
know it’s worth it.” 
The goal of the Buellton station, ac­ 
cording to Delmar, is to hold 85 per cent 
of the drivers passing through the area to 
an average speed of 61 mph. Monthly 
radar readings indicate the CHP outpost 
is accomplishing its aim. 
In reprimanding their employers — 
public taxpayers — Delmar contended 
that the departm ent tries to treat 
everyone equally even though there are 
those that don’t believe it. 
“Truck drivers say we re singling out 
truckers, sports car owners say we 
single out sports cars because they’re 
racy, Cadillac drivers say we get them 
because they represent wealth, big fami­ 
ly car owners claim we pick on them 
because they’re bulky, bikers say we 
single them out because they travel in 
groups, and the list goes on. But the truth 
of the m atter is we single out a vehicle 
because it’s speeding,” grinned Delmar 
who said he has heard all of these argu­ 
ments. 
Celebrities, too, are routine for the 
patrol, the trooper said, except for “aw­ 
fully big names, like the president. 
“Our officers are conscientious to the

During his career, the sergeant could 
recall stopping only two notables While 
he was stationed at the Bishop CHP of­ 
fice about 10 years ago, he flashed the 
reds on “ Gunsmoke’s” Jam es Amess, 
who had left his dedication to law and 
order behind in Dodge City and was 
speeding across the desolate Mojave 
Desert. On another occasion, “years 
ago,” Delmar said he pulled over a black 
limousine for speeding. In the back seat 
was the late Jack Benny who said he was 
late for the funeral of Gracie Allen in 
which he was to be a pallbearer. 
Delmar, who has been stationed at 
Buellton for five years, said he receives 
his greatest satisfaction when he arrests 
a drunken driver because, “when you 
a rre st a drunken d riv er, you are 
preventing an accident." 
The sergeant said the patrol can “ nev­ 
er get enough help.” in controlling the 
“killers,” and added the department 
strongly encourages citizens to report 
possible drunken drivers through the 
CHP’s emergency phone line 
Besides the rewards, there are also 
drawbacks to the profession, one of 
which is being a human clay pigeon for 
eight hours a day. 
However. Delmar said people in the 
Buellton area are “very pro-law en­ 
forcement,” and there haven’t been any 
shots fired at patrolmen in his five years 
there, although several times he has 
drawn his iron — either his $57 Magnum 
pistol or the black and white’s 12-gauge 
shotgun — during felony apprehensions. 
Delmar also zeroed in on the shiftwork 
of the force as taking some of the luster 
away from the elite of the patroling law 
enforcement agencies in the state 
“ Especially for the younger officers, 
there are few weekends at home with the 
family. Vacation time is decided on a 
seniority basis and the younger officer 
with children, usually has to take his 
vacation when his kids are in school ” 
However, the veteran officer, who 
made less than $400 a month when he 
joined the patrol in October, 1956, had no 
gripes with the pay. 
“ In my opinion, I think we get a fair 
wage. I think our fringe benefits are 
good, but they could be better I would 
like to see a dental plan for example But 
all officers don’t feel the same way I 
do.” The pay scale for a traffic officer is 
$15.384 to $17,568 per year. 
But even for the trooper who is happy 
with his pay and can live with the ob­ 
vious danger of the job, traffic accidents 
can be tough to stomach sometimes 
“ Where that gets to you is when you 
start associating the people in the acci­ 
dent with those in your family,” Delmar 
explained. “ You have to learn to black 
that out. 
“ With most officers, I think it is the 
children or infants that bother you the 
most — but they all bother you ” The 
CHP sergeant said he had been called to 
several accidents where the fatal injury 
was someone he was familiar with. He

How will we keep them clean? 
What’s to keep someone from throwing 
a dead cat in there? 
If the containers stick out too far in the 
alley, will the police issue a ticket? 
Whose liability is it if somebody gets 
hurt pushing one of the 90-gallon con­ 
tainers down an incline? 
Those were just a few of the dozens of 
q u estio n s asked by a stre a m of 
protesters to a proposal to try out a 
mechanized rubbish collection system in 
Lompoc. 
The city council and staff members at­ 
tempted to answer as many of the ques­ 
tions as they could, and when all of the 
discussion was over the council voted 4 
to 1 to put the system to a four-month 
trail in the southeast collection area of 
the city, beginning as soon as the neces­ 
sary equipm ent can be obtained — 
between 60 and 90 days. 
The dissenting vote was cast by Coun­ 
cilman Charles Ward who said, “ I didn't 
like the idea when I first heard about it 
and I like it even less now. I cannot vote 
for it. I don’t want to share my garbage 
with others ” 
Numerous citizens voiced complaints 
over the proposal, including Alberta 
Morgan and Farley Beckett who called 
the staff report “ one-sided.” 
Mrs 
Morgan said it utilized only 
reports from test cities whose response 
had been favorable. She 
said Hanford 
and Marysville had turned down the 
system and that Roseville’s experience 
was that it “ ruined” sidewalks and 
streets. 
Beckett said he was worried about 
spending money on an experimental 
program and urged the council to get 
some cost figures on com petitive 
systems 
Frances Beckett was concerned over 
how some women would be able to han­ 
dle the 90-gallon containers proposed for 
use in residences where there are no 
alleys and where the plastic drums must 
be wheeled to the street in front of the 
house 
Councilwoman Elinor Lefkowitz es­ 
timated that she herself would weigh lit­ 
tle more than a filled container but that 
she anticipated no difficulty in handling 
the situation 
LeRoy Scolari asked who would 
monitor the complaints when the 300- 
gallon drums, to be shared by four 
households in areas where there are 
alleys, become overfilled He also asked 
whose liability an injury would be. since 
the container will be owned by the city. 
City Attorney Alan Davidson said the 
liability would be the homeowners’ once 
they accepted responsibility for the use 
of the container. 
Bob Livingston, assistant to the city 
administrator, who prepared the report, 
narrated a film showing the mechanized 
collection system in use and attempted 
to answer questions 
As for the smells, deodorizers are a 
possibility and cleaning of the containers 
would be considered in extreme cases 
Sanitation 
Department Director Jim 
Brightwell added that carcasses of 
animals are found in trash containers 
already, along with other unbelievably 
smelly discards, including fish entrails 
A n s w e r i n g a n o t h e r c o n c e r n . 
Livingston said no permanent employes 
would be laid off by the reduction in per­ 
sonnel resulting from the full use of the 
system Persons no longer needed on the 
rubbish collection crews would be as­ 
s i g n e d to v a c a n c i e s in o t h e r 
maintenance areas, he said 
Mayor E C. Stevens, responding to 
another question, said he doubted that 
the containers would protrude so far into 


an alley as to create traffic problems. He 
added later that he had reservations 
about the system but that he was willing 
to give it a fair trial. 
To one inquiry, City Administrator 
Gene Wahlers said there could be no 
guarantee that rubbish rates would 
never go up again, but that all studies 
showed that the mechanized system 
would give the city an opportunity for 
improved service at less cost, despite 
the estimated cost of some $257,000 for 


total conversion of the city to the 
system. 
The trial period will cost $2,000 if the 
city goes to total conversion later on. If 
it decides to reject the program after the 
trial, the cost will be $13,000, Livingston 
said. 
The only increase in rates that the city 
staff foresees is a five per cent in­ 
flationary increase already voted, which 
would take effect regardless of which 
system is being used. 
Military spending 
bill signed by Ford 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Ford signed the $104.3 billion Defense 
Appropriation Act today, the largest 
military spending bill in U.S. history. 
And he urged Congress to spend even 
more money on shipbuilding before it 
adjourns this year. 
Speaking at an East Room signing 
ceremony before members of Congress, 
some of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, Pen­ 
tagon officials and members of veterans’ 
organizations. Ford praised the bill. 
“ After eight years of decline, we are 
providing for real growth in our national 
defense efforts.” he said. “This bill 
reflects a new aw areness that this 
country can no longer short change our 
national defense. 


“I’m convinced that this new pattern 
must and will be sustained in future 
years, and I am personally, fully com­ 
mitted to it,” he said, drawing applause 


Ford made a personal plea for the $1.1 
billion shipbuilding bill now before the 
House, which includes funds for four 
frigates, and a nuclear-powered strike 
cruiser. 
“ The shipbuilding program is of 
critical importance to our ability to con­ 
trol the seas in the event of a conflict,” 


the President said. “ I urgently call upon 
this Congress to approve this program 
before adjournment.” 
The President did not mention the new 
B1 bomber in the signing ceremony. 
The record-setting military money bill 
puts off a final decision on the supersonic 
B1 until early next year. 
The Senate passed the compromise 
fiscal 1977 appropriations measure by 
voice vote last week. The House ap­ 
proved it 323-45 
The bill contains $3.6 billion less than 
Ford requested but it is $13.8 billion or 
15.3 per cent above the amount approved 
by Congress and accepted by Ford last 
year. 
The final version of the bill— worked 
out by Senate-House negotiators — post­ 
pones until Feb 1 a decision whether to 
go ahead with the Bl, a bitterly disputed 
weapons systems for the past several 
years. 
T he a p p r o p r i a t i o n s m e a s u r e s 
allocated $87 million a month until Feb 
1. enough to allow work on the plane 
without actually going into production. 
Opponents of the the Bl claimed the 
plane was too expensive and had not been 
adequately tested, and is not really 
needed in a missile age 
Another endorsement won 
on Kissinger's shuttle 


KINSHASA. Zaire (UPI) - Secretary 
of State Henry A. Kissinger won another 
important endorsement for his southern 
African negotiating package today and 
then took off for Kenya on the next leg of 
his peace shuttle misssion. 


The new endorsement was given by 
Zaire President Mobutu Sese Seko 
Mobutu who said Kissinger “ had con­ 
vinced the Africans of the American 
solution to southern Africa, instead of 
the African solution— armed struggle ” 


At the end of two hours of talks with 
Mobutu, Kissinger said he left with the 
impression that he had “ the strong en­ 
couragement of President Mobutu" for 
the package he negotiated between black 
and white Africa during his 10-day shut­ 
tle. 
Mobuto. who has maintained generally 
close relations with the United States, 
spoke at a news conference after two 
hours of talks with Kissinger 
“The Secretary of State has convinced 
the Africans of the need for a peaceful 
solution for southern Africa,” he said 
“ Until June, we were convinced that 
there had to be an armed solution. But in 
the three months that have passed, we 
have been persuaded of his conditions for 
a peaceful solution ” 
(In London British Foreign Secretary 
Anthony Crosland said there appears for 
the first time to be “ a really good 


chance” of a Rhodesian peace settle­ 
ment 
He said if one is achieved it 
will be largely due to the efforts of Kis­ 
singer ) 
Kissinger was flying to Kenya later to­ 
day for talks with President Jomo 
Kenyatta before flying on to London on 
his way back to Washington 
His African shuttle diplomacy began in 
Dar es Salaam Sept 
15 and included 
talks with South African Prime Minister 
John Vorster and Rhodesian leader Ian 
Smith in Pretoria. Tanzania’s President, 
Julius Nyerere. gave the mission a big 
boost Tuesday. 
Appearing at the same news con­ 
ference with President Mobutu. Kis­ 
s inger c o n f i r m e d publicly what 
newsmen aboard the secretary’s plane 
had been told by a senior U S official — 
that 2.000 to 3.000 Cuban troops have 
been withdrawn from Angola, but an es­ 
timated 10.000 remain 
Kissinger said the troops which have 
been pulled out have been replaced by 
civilians and the reduction had “no 
strategic importance.” 


However. Mobuto, who was deeply 
concerned about the Cubans just across 
the border in Angola, told the reporters. 
“ I have been persuaded by Fidel Castro 
through his ambassador that the purpose 
of those troops concerns Angola, and is 
not a threat to Zaire’s security.”

Gustafson said he had not had any in­ 
put from other members of the city staff 
on this possibility and said it might be a 
possibility in the interim until the 
sidewalk is built, but not as a permanent 
substitute for a sidewalk. 
The council voted unaimously to in­ 
itiate the sidewalk proceedings and later 
gave unanimous endorsement to Gustaf­ 
son’s recommendation that no further 
protection measures be implemented at 
the Ocean and V crossing other than the 
utilization of the crossing guard at that 
location.

recommended against

Council 
agenda 
acts on crowded 
in lengthy meeting

Lompoc City Council came 
close to burning the midnight 
oil — literally — Tuesday night 
as a host of agenda items, many 
receiving public input, kept the 
session going until 11:25 p.m. 
The meeting was adjourned 
to next Tuesday at 7:30 p.m. 
when the council will hold a 
joint session with the Architec­ 
tural Review Board, Parks and 
R ecreation 
C om m ission, 
Beautification Commission and 
Planning Commission to con­ 
sider additional information on 
proposed projects under the 
Public Works Employment Act 
of 1976. 
The council approved a staff 
recommendation that applica­ 
tions on four projects be 
prepared so that they will be 
ready for submitting as soon as 
funding is voted by the federal 
government. 
The projects — not in any 
order of priority — are the 
three million gallon reservoir, 
storm drain work, a civic 
center and fire station renova­ 
tion. It was stressed that the 
city cannot specify a priority 
for the projects an that this will 
be determined by the federal 
government when/if it grants 
the funds for their construction. 
Alberta Morgan protested the 
choice of projects for which ap­ 
plications will be submitted, 
claiming that they are the type 
that will provide jobs mostly 
for “union members.” 
She maintained that applica­ 


tions should be submitted for 
projects that would give work 
to the type of jobless persons 
that are in Lompoc. 
“Union people are out of 
work,” too,” Mayor E. C. 
Stevens countered. 
City Administrator Gene 
Wahlers pointed out that all of 
the projects suggested for ap­ 
plications are authorized under 
the act and that the city would 
be using the funds properly. It 
was emphasized that the city 
must submit its applications for 
the one-time funds in a timely 
manner to compete for the ap­ 
propriations as soon as possible 
after the money becom es 
available. The projects chosen 
are ones for which plans can be 
readily put together within the 
time frame the city must 
operate under the conditions 
that prevail, Wahlers said. 
He added that there are other 
titles in the Public Works 
Employment Act besides the 
construction of public facilities 
and that the city will make full 
use of these to assist in other 
jobless areas.

— Approved the addition of a 
fuel cost adjustment increase 
from Pacific Gas and Electric 
Controversy widens 
in judgeship race

The torrid election campaign 
featuring Presiding Superior 
Judge Floyd C. Dodson vs. 
Deputy County Counsel Bruce 
Dodds for the judgeship now 
held by Dodson flared into a 
three-way controversy today. 
County 
Clerk-Recorder 
Howard Menzel entered the pic­ 
ture by contradicting a state­ 
ment made by Judge Dodson in 
reference to Dodson’s condem­ 
nation of an election qualifica­ 
tion statement filed by Dodds, 
as Dodson pointed to the state­ 
ment as further evidence his 
opponent is unqualified. 
There were these new 
developments adding fuel to the 
N o v em ber runoff battle 
between Dodds, young former 
state deputy attorney general, 
and the 51-year-old judge. 
Judge Dodson said he had 
“ no intention” of taking to 
court the qualification state­ 
ment of Dodds. 38, which con­ 
tained derogatory references to 
the judge’s judicial record and 
“abuse of power.” This came

DETROIT (U PI) - The 
strik e by 170,000 w orkers 
against the Ford Motor Co. 
entered its second week today 
with Ford President Lee A. 
lacocca at least outwardly op­ 
timistic that negotiations are 
“ on track” towards settlement. 
But there were few visible 
signs Tuesday of any progress 
from the negotiating suite at 
Ford world headquarters and at 
least one economist questioned 
the union’s key demand for 
more time off the job with no 


loss in pay. 
lacocca told newsmen Ford 
was “ working very, very hard 
to achieve a settlement.” 
“ I w ish it w ould end 
tomorrow,” lacocca said. “ But 
I think we’re on track. There’s 
a lot of heavy work going on.” 
lacocca’s optimism was tem­ 
pered by an admission he might 
have to lower his estimate of 
near-record 14 million-plus car 
and truck sales in the upcoming 
1977 model year. And his short 
statement was the only positive 


sign that the nationwide 
walkout that has closed 102 
plants in 22 states might not 
drag on. 
Union sources indicated little 
has been accomplished in two 
days of bargaining, the first for­ 
mal sessions since the strike 
began. 
“ They seem to be spinning 
their wheels in there,” one 
source said. Another added, “ If 
the company doesn’t make a 
move pretty soon, it’s going to 
be a really long strike.”

Condor protection 


area expansion set 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
government, moving to protect 
the last of the giant Caiifomia 
condors, is declaring more than 
800 square m iles of land 
“critical habitat” which must 
not be ruined by man if the 
birds are to survive. 
The U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service Tuesday also defined 
boundaries of land areas it 
deems necessary for preserva­ 
tion of three other endangered 
sp e c ie s — the A m erican 
crocodile, the Indiana bat and 
the Florida manatee 
The agency still is consider­ 
ing proposals to establish 
critical habitat for the whoop­ 
ing crane 
Under the 1973 Endangered 
Species Act. federal agencies 
must make sure that actions 
authorized, funded or carried 
out by them do not adversely af­ 
fect the critical habitat of en­ 
dan gered and th reaten ed 
species So the only specific ef­ 


fect of Tuesday’s action is that, 
effective Oct. 22, federal agen­ 
cies will have to “ evaluate their 
actions” there. 
Only about 60 California con­ 
dors survive, and environ­ 
mentalists fear a proposed 
phosphate mine in the Los 
Padres National Forest of 
Caiifomia. where most of them 
live, would push the species 
closer to extinction. 
In testimony at hearings last 
July. John Grandy of the 
Defenders of Wildlife group 
charged that proposed boundar­ 
ies of the condors’ critical 
h a b ita t 
“ a p p e a r 
g e r ­ 
ry m an d e re d 
arou n d the 
phosphate lease application.” 
The Fish and Wildlife Service 
said Tuesday it defined 10 
separate areas in southern 
California as part of the birds’ 
critical habitat, the largest 
covering about 250 square miles 
of area in the Sespe-Piru Con­ 
dor area of the national forest. 


Records of Ford vacation 
gifts reported buried 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - U S 
Steel lobbyist William Whyte 
says records detailing free 
country club vacations by 
President Ford and other politi­ 
cians are buried in an aban­ 
doned lim estone m ine in 
western Pennsylvania 
Whyte, who was recently 
promoted to vice president by 
U S 
Steel, said Tuesday his 
company has detailed records 
of visits by politicians, dignitar­ 
ies and important customers to 
a company-owned lodge at Pine 
Valley Golf Club near Clemen- 
ton. N J 
Whyte said the files go back 
only to 1969 and would not docu­ 
ment Ford visits that began as 
early as 1964 
Ford acknowledged making 
two visits when he was in the 
House, in 1964 and another in 
1971 
Whyte said the corpora­ 
tion paid Ford's “ room and 
board” in both visits. 
But former employes of U S 
Steel told UPI that Ford was 
• frequently” treated to ex­ 
pense-paid vacations between 
1964 and 1971 


Whyte said Ford was not the 
only prominent politician to 
enjoy the country club facili­ 
ties 


He declined to identify the 
other individuals, but Whyte 
said their names are buried in a 
deserted limestone mine about 
25 miles north of Pittsburgh in 
Butler County 
According to 
Whyte, the mine is just outside 
Annandale. Pa.— a community 
too small to have its own post 
office 
In response to questions at 
Tuesday’s White House brie­ 
fing. Press Secretary Ron Nes- 
sen said Ford’s 1964 visit in­ 
volved a "long weekend.” and 
the one “ about five years ago” 
was not so long

The measure would have 
started daylight saving time on 
the third Sunday in March, ef­ 
fective in 1977. and ended it on 
the third Sunday in October 
Daylight time now starts on the 
last Sunday in April and ends on 
the last Sunday in October. 
Only a few members were in 
the chamber Tuesday when it 
came up under a procedure 
requiring a two-thirds majority 
vote for p assage 
Eleven 
members voted for it and 10 
against it 
The Senate in February pas­ 
sed a bill calling for a two-year 
trial period of seven months of 
daylight time, starting on the 
second Sunday in March and 
ending on the second Sunday in 
October 
That measure also 
will die with the end of 
Congress for lack of House ap­ 
proval 


The strike grew by 1,600 
workers today as members of 
UAW Local 245 at the Dearborn 
Research and Engineering Cen­ 
ter — ordered to stay on the job 
when the strike began — were 
allowed to join the walkout.

Surplus told 


by controller 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
state ended fiscal 1975-76 on 
June 30 with a $738 4 million 
surplus in its treasury but faces 
serious demands on the funds in 
the fu tu re, acco rd in g to 
Controller Kenneth Cory 
The General Fund unrestrict­ 
ed surplus was $183.4 million 
higher than for the prior year 
and was in addition to $215 4 
million of federal revenue shar­ 
ing money which is deposited in 
a sp e c ia l fund until a p ­ 
propriated for use. Cory said 
Tuesday 
The total surplus was $832 2 
million from which was deduct­ 
ed $78 2 million as reserve for 
continuing appropriations and 
$15 6 million as reserve for 
special accounts. Cory said the 
$738 4 million balance constitut­ 
ed the unrestricted surplus 
available for appropriation 
“ Despite this remarkably 
strong surplus condition.” he 
said, “ we cannot ignore the fact 
that expenditures increased at 
such a rapid rate last year they 
actually exceeded revenues by 
$31 million 
“ This gap probably will in­ 
crease during 1976-77 because 
of enactm ents by the 1976 
legislature which significantly 
increase expenditures without 
providing offsetting tax in­ 
creases.”

Carter not worried 


over blunt language 


PLAINS, Ga (UPI) - Jim ­ 
my Carter is described as un­ 
worried about political back­ 
lash from his blunt language on 
the sexual conduct of others and 
his own confession of past 
temptation. 
The Democratic candidate 
holed up in his tree-shaded 
house here, resting and study­ 
ing for the first of his planned 
three national debates with 
Ford Thursday night. 
He also issued what he called 
“ a bold proposal” to eliminate 
“ chaos” in government energy 
efforts by abolishing several 
major agencies now involved in 
the subject and giving the job to 
a new cabinet-level depart­ 
ment. 
The energy plan was the first 
detailed example of Carter’s 
repeated promises to weed out 
w a ste and red ta p e in 
Washington, but reporters 
seemed equally if not more in­ 
terested in an interview with 
him published by “ Playboy” 
magazine. 
To illustrate his attitude 
towards people who do not 
share his personal views. 


Carter said he had, at times in 
the past, sexual thoughts about 
women other than his wife. 
He said he tried to avoid 
deliberate sin but recognized 
that he was human and subject 
to temptation. In discussing 
others who may have gone 
beyond temptation, Carter used 
two slangy terms to describe 
sexual intercourse and ex­ 
tramarital sex, “ screw” and 
“ shack up” . 
Jody Powell, Carter’s press 
secretary, was peppered with 
questions about the interview 
and its possible impact on the 
presidential campaign during a 
news briefing Tuesday. 
Powell said anyone who read 
the full statement would see 
that Carter was expressing “ an 
admonition common to many 
religions — that we ought to 
judge not lest we be judged.” 
As for Carter’s language, 
Powell said in the past the 
country had a popular president 
who expressed himself “ in 
much earthier term s.” He did 
not say who he meant, but 
seemed to be talking about 
Harry Truman. 


New York Hilton Hotel 
rocked by bom b blast 


NEW YORK (U PI) - A 
bomb, “ comparable” to one 
which killed three people and 
injured 45 others almost 19 
months ago and apparently 
planted by the same terrorist 
group, rocked the New York 
Hilton Hotel Tuesday night. 
No injuries were reported. 
The device exploded in a 
stairwell between the 24th and 
25th floors while Puerto Rican 
Gov. Rafael Hernandez Colon 
was attending a function in a 
second-floor banquet room and 
a crowd of 200 anti-Colon 
demonstrators seeking Puerto 
Rican independence picketed in 
front of the hotel, police said. 
It shattered plaster walls 
near the stairw ell forcing 
police to seal off elevator ser­ 
vice to three floors of the hotel. 
Shortly after the blast, the 
New York Post received a call 
which said “ the FALN ac­ 
cepted responsibility" for the 
explosion. Police Com m is­ 
sioner Michael Codd said 
The caller said “ a com ­ 
munique had been left in mid­ 
town,” according to Codd 
It was found taped under the 


telephone in a phone booth just 
a block from the hotel, ac­ 
cording to police, who said both 
the note and the phone booth 
w ere bein g ch eck ed fo r 
fingerprints. 


Frank McLaughlin, deputy 
police commissioner for public 
information said the bomb was 
“ powerful. 


“ Remember Fraunces Ta­ 
vern.” he said in reference to 
the Jan 
24, 1975, explosion, 
which killed three people and 
injured 45 others. “ Tiie two 
bombs were comparable.” 


PORTLAND, Ore. (UPI) - 
Dr. Edward Teller, a key figure 
in the development of atomic 
and hydrogen bombs, says 
dams are more dangerous than 
nuclear reactors and urges 
development of nuclear power 
to avoid an economic crisis. 
Teller, associate director of 
the L aw ren ce L iv e rm o re 
Laboratory in Caiifomia and a 
professor at the University of 
California, told the Northwest 
Electric Light & Power As­ 
sociation Tuesday that as dams 
have become bigger, they have 
become more dangerous. 
Throughout the world, he 
said, collapsing dams have 
killed thousands and have made 
tens of thousands homeless. 
By contrast, he said,"nuclear 
power plant operations have 
hurt no one except in one impor­ 
tant organ — the pocketbook.” 
He said the shutdown in the 
most widely reported nuclear 
accident, a fire in the Browns 
Ferry plant in Tennessee, cost 
$120 million and “ it was caused 
by a fool carrying a candle. No 
one was hurt inside or outside 
the plant.” 
Teller said, “ The exaggera- 


Cargo plane 


to pick up 


Soviet jet 


TOKYO (UPI) - A U.S. Air 
Force C5 cargo plane arrived at 
Hakodate City in northern 
Japan today to pick up the 
Soviet MIG25 fighter plane 
flown to Japan by a defecting 
Soviet Air Force lieutenant. 
The MIG, under control of the 
Japanese Self-Defense Agency, 
was parked at Hakodate civil 
airport where it was landed 
Sept. 6 by the 29-year-old defec­ 
tor Viktor Belenko who is now 
in the United States. 
A task force of Japanese and 
American engineers has been 
dismantling the plane, also 
known as the “ Foxbat,” since 
Monday and began stripping off 
its wings and its twin rudders 
today. 
Japanese sources said the 
engineers were surprised to 
find that the plane is made 
mostly of relatively heavy alloy 
steel rather than titanium or 
other lightweight metals used 
by American supersonic planes. 
They said the plane’s heavy 
weight is compensated for by 
its powerful engines. 
Japanese m ilitary sources 
said the MIG probably would be 
loaded aboard the huge C5 and 
flown 350 miles south to the 
Hyakuri air force base Thurs­ 
day for more intensive secret 
examinations. The base is 150 
miles north of Tokyo. 


tions of the newspapers about 
imagined nuclear accidents 
may kill people — of heart at­ 
tacks.” 
He said nuclear plant safety 
systems will work, and it would 
be “ crazily expensive and im­ 
possible” to conduct full-scale 
tests on those systems because 
not every circumstance that 
might arise could be checked. 
Teller also maintained that 
worries about other aspects of 
nuclear energy are “ fake, in­ 
cluding concern over radioac­ 
tive waste disposal. Plutonium 
— the big buggaboo of nuclear 
waste — won’t be around to 
contaminate future generations 
because it will be used as a 
valuable nuclear fuel.” 
He said that alternate energy 
sources such as sunlight and 
wind generation could not be 
relied upon as cheap sources of 
energy for several decades, 
although they now are being 
developed. 
“ The energy problem must 
be solved in five years,” he 
said. “ The new technology can 
do nothing in five years; it can 
do everything in 50 years.” 
The nuclear physicist cau­ 
tioned Oregon voters that if 
they pass a ballot measure in 
November putting severe limits 
on building nuclear power 
plants, the results will be “ deep 
trouble, 
including unemploy­ 
ment and a depression that may 
lead to the collapse of our 
economic system .”

MOSCOW (UPI) - The two 
Soyuz 22 cosm onauts have 
reported from Earth orbit they 
were packing their equipment 
in preparation for “a tense 
day” today — perhaps meaning

A televised broadcast from 
the space capsule Tuesday 
night showed Valery Bykovsky 
and Vladimir Aksenov examin­

Combined 
treatment 
for cancer 
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ST LOUIS (UPI) - Therapy 
com bining the four m ajor 
forms of cancer treatm ent 
provides patients with the best 
chance of successful medical 
care, according to researchers. 
The importance of a proper 
mix of the four types of treat­ 
ment — surgery, anticancer 
drugs, radio therapy and im­ 
munotherapy — was stressed 
by several speakers at the 
National Conference on Cancer 
Research and Clinical Investi­ 
gation Tuesday. 
The best setting for such 
combined treatment, they said, 
is in controlled laboratory 
situations, such as a special 
cancer treatment center. 
Dr. Emil Frei III of Boston 
told a news conference closer 
cooperation is needed between 
such centers and the personal 
physicians of cancer patients in 
areas where such centers are 
not easily accessible. 
“The worst of all possible 
worlds is to have a patient with 
a potentially curable disease, 
using a relatively new treat­ 
ment. stay in his home town 
where that treatm ent is not 
available," Frei said 
“It s equally ridiculous to ex­ 
pect all such patients to be able 
to come to cancer centers. That 
is why the increased coopera­ 
tion is so important." 
Dr. Stephen K. Carter, direc­ 
tor of the Northern California 
Cancer Program in Palo Alto, 
told reporters doctors must 
give their patients more com­ 
plete information so they may 
take part in clinical trials of 
new treatm ents and combi­ 
nations of treatments. 
Emphasizing 
that experi­ 
ments are carefully tailored 
and not just based on a “throw 
of the d ice," C arter said 
patients receive the best possi­ 
ble care in clinical trial situa­ 
tions. 
“Clinical research is a com­ 
parison of the best treatment 
available and a treatment you 
hope will be better," he said. 
“ In that situation I don’t see 
how the patient could lose " 
He said doctors are often 
questioned by patients who read 
of so-called breakthroughs and 
they must be willing to take the 
tim e to explain to cancer 
patients exactly what treat­ 
m ent can and cannot a c ­ 
complish. 
It was announced at the con­ 
ference that Dr. Frank J 
Rauscher had resigned his post 
as director of the National 
Cancer Institute to become 
senior vice p resid en t for 
research of the American 
Cancer Society The two groups 
are joint sponsors of the con­

Griswold said a proposed of­ 
floading facility in Long Beach 
to feed a pipeline to Midlands, 
T ex., is facing g re a t en­ 
viro n m en tal d ifficu lty 
A 
proposal to ship oil to Port 
Angeles, Wash., and then into a 
n o rthern-states pipeline to 
Clearbrook. Minn , is running 
into difficulty because of state 
restrictions on the size of ships 
allowed in Puget Sound 
The best alternative seems to 
be a proposed pipeline from 
Kittimat on the British Co­ 
lumbia coast to Edmonton. 
Alberta, where it would feed 
into existing pipelines, he said 
Oil consumption in the west is 
20 per cent behind what it was 
forecast as recently as four 
years ago, said Richard Neh- 
ring. energy expert with the 
Rand Corp Consumption has 
been fairly static for the past 
several years.

Approaching autumn provided a needed break for 
firefighters in Michigan’s Upper Peninnsula but the late 
summer rains did little to quench fires in Minnesota. 
Autumn officially arrives at 5;48 pm. EDT today but the 
new season was gaining its grip early this morning in the 
nation’s midsection as temperatures dipped to autumnal 
depths in wide areas. 
Crisp, cool weather prevailed early today over the Ohio 
and Mississippi valleys, the central Gulf Coast states and the 
Plains. 
Cool, rainy weather prevailed in Michigan and the lower 
Great Lakes and a freeze warning was posted for upper 
Michigan Frost and freeze warnings were posted for lower 
Michigan and frost warnings were in effect for portions of 
Indiana, Illinois, Wisconsin, Iowa and Missouri. 
The mercury dipped into the 30s in parts of the upper Mis­ 
sissippi Valley. The temperature hit 31 degrees at Green 
Bay, Wis., by 3 a.m. EDT. 
Cool weather also reigned Tuesday in much of the nation’s 
midlands. 
The cool, rainy weather helped contain a forest fire that 
has destroyed more than 72.000 acres of timberland in the 
Seney National Wildlife Refuge on Michigan’s Upper Penin­ 
sula. 
Cautious officials announced Tuesday the fire — which 
jumped fire lines less than two weeks ago after officials 
thought they had it contained — was again contained. 
They credited Tuesday’s winterlike weather with helping 
them to contain the fire. Temperatures plummeted into the 
30s and a steady rain fell throughout the day. 
But fire bosses warned higher temperatures combined 
with lack of moisture, strong winds and falling leaves could 
cause the fire to spread and that the blaze probably would 
not actually be under control until the forest is blanketed by 
snow. 
Fires continued to plague northern Minnesota despite re­ 
cent rains. 
The Department of Natural Resources said rains either 
missed the areas most in need of rain or brought too little 
rain to do any good A critical fire area around Brainerd, 
Minn., for example, recorded only .01 of an inch. 
Officials at Minnesota’s Superior National Forest said 
fires were under control but major fires continued to smol­ 
der, including a 24,000-acre fire near Huntersville and a 
1.640-acre fire near Tower. 
Northern Minnesota resort owners, canoe outfitters and 
campground owners reported forest fires have hurt their 
late-season business.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The

The Senate has passed a 
similar bill, and the versions 
will have to be reconciled 
The House bill, approved 378 
to 16. would authorize the in­ 
terior secretary to designate 
certain employes to maintain 
law and order Those designat­ 
ed could carry firearms, make 
misdemeanor arrests for of­ 
fenses com m itted in th eir 
presence, and make felony 
arrests on the basis of probable 
cause for thinking a person had 
committed a felony 
Master plans for the future of 
existing parks would have to be 
drafted by the secretary and 
reported to Congress 


ATLANTA (UPI) - A nation­ 
wide shortage of polio vaccine 
has developed because a drug 
company is demanding recipi­ 
ents be warned of the drug’s 
possible side effects, according 
to the national C enter for 
Disease Contol 
The CDC said Tuesday that 
health departments across the 
nation are running out of the 
vaccine just when mass immu­ 
nization programs for school­ 
children are reaching their 
peak. 
It attributed the shortage to 
the in sisten ce of L ederle 
Laboratories that all persons 
receiving the vaccine in public 
health programs sign informed 
consent forms which warn of 
possible harmful side effects. 
Lederle wants the federal 
government to insure by con­ 
tract that parents or guardians 
of children receiving the vac­ 
cine sign the forms, according 
to John Williams, who handles 
drug contracts for the CDC 
The CDC said the situation in 
South Carolina is so critical 


that the state’s health depart­ 
ment has temporarily suspend­ 
ed enforcement of a law which 
requires children to be vac­ 
cinated against polio before 
entering the first grade. 
South Carolina reported a 
supply of only 50 doses, com­ 
pared to an estimated need of 
68.000 Pennsylvania had 1,000 
against a need of 50,000. 
The CDC said no vaccine was 
available at public health 
facilities in Washington D.C. 
where the estim ated need 
b e t w e e n S e p t e m b e r a nd 
December called for a supply of 
10.000 doses. 


Only 2,000 doses were on hand 
in California, where 300.000 
doses are needed. Polio vaccine 
was being rationed in some 
other states because of the 
critically short supply. 


Dr John Witte, director of 
the CDC’s division of immuni­ 
zations. said the CDC has not 
supplied states with polio vac­ 
cine since June 15, when the 
contract with Lederle expired. 


LONDON (UPI) - Britain’s 
economy, virtually under siege 
for the past year, has taken 
another battering with the 
pound hitting its lowest level on 
foreign exchanges. 
The pound now has an effec­ 
tive devaluation against the 
currencies of Britain’s major 
trading partners of 42 per cent 
on 1971 levels. 
The latest bout of pressure on 
sterling has brought gloom to 
the city and led to speculation 
the government may have to 
seek 
lo a n s 
from 
th e 
International Monetary Fund to 
beat the crisis. 
"W e’re drifting off our 
course," one newspaper said. 
There is ample reason for 
concern. 
The rate of inflation rose 1.4 
per cent from July to August, 
giving an annual rate of 13.8 per 
cent. The increase, while only 
the first in 11 months, struck a 
deadly blow at government 
hopes of bringing inflation down 
to single figures this winter. 
Worse still, Britons are suf­ 
fering where it hurts most — in 
the shopping basket. Almost 
every item of food has gone up 
in price in recent weeks and 
early increases on other items 
are forecast in trade circles. 
Home buyers face a big jump 
in costs, with mortgage rates 
due to rise in October from 10.5 
per cent to a record 11.5 per 
cent. 
Unemployment is holding 
steady at 1.5 m illion, the 
highest rate in more than three 
decades. 
With the bulge of students 
looking for work when they 
finish school, the government 
faces the problem of how to 
create 1.3 million jobs in the 
next three years to arrive at its 
target of reducing unemploy­ 
ment to 700,000 by 1979. 
Business circles said it could 
not be done. 
A threatened strike by British 
seamen, postponed recently 
and rescheduled to start Sun­ 
day, intensified fears for the 
future of sterling on world 
money markets. 
The seamen’s demands for 
more money have rocked the 


government’s wage restraint 
pact with the Trades Union 
Congress. Other workers, even 
policemen, are disgruntled over 
government and TUC rulings on 
when they can receive a pay in­ 
crease. 
Workers are also upset at a 
reduction in government spend­ 
ing but employers are equally 
vocal in demanding increased 
cu ts to aid an econom ic 
recovery. 
Lord Watkinson, president of 
the Confederation of British In­ 
dustry, said that unless in­ 
dustry can “do better than its 
best performance since the 
war, Britain is effectively bust 
as a viable industrial nation. 
“This is the measure of the 
mess into which we have got 
ourselves." 
Prime Minister James Cal­ 
laghan admits the nation is 
walking an “economic high 
wire" but insists better times 
are coming. 
“I believe there are rational 
grounds for optimism," Callag­ 
han said. “Britain is better 
poised now to achieve a new in­ 
dustrial thrust and a new stable 
prosperity than it has ever been 


in my lifetime." 
Callaghan said the much- 
heralded revenue expected 
from North Sea oil fields "could 
not be allowed to replace 
economic effort and sacrifice.” 
Callaghan has pinned his 
hopes on the government’s 
“social contract” with the un­ 
ions to control pay increases 
and curb inflation. 


But one CBI official predic­ 
ted, “Things are going to get 
worse before they get better.”

Educa­ 
tion and Welfare, issued a 
report containing what it said 
was new information “ that 
greatly extends our knowledge 
of who adopts." 
More than half the respond­ 
ents in one public opinion poll 
cited in the report indicated 
thev would consider adopting a 
child if they already had two 
children and wanted a larger

family. 
The report said the number of 
children adopted each year in­ 
creased from the 1950s to a 
peak of 175.000 in 1970 but has 
declined since then to 149.000 in 
1973 
The decline is only for white 
adoptions, while other adop­ 
tions “ have continued the up­ 
ward trend of the fifties and six­ 
ties.“ the report said. 
“The decline in white adop­ 
tions since 1970 appears to be a 
combination of more white 
mothers keeping their illegiti­ 
mate babies rather than putting 
them up for adoption ... and a 
leveling off of illegitim ate 
births since 1970 "

This is Year Two for the 
state’s comprehensive special 
education 
program. 
During 
Year Ото, there were six coun­ 
ties — Santa fearbara County 
was one — involved as pilot ele­ 
ments in one of the most all- 
pervading special education 
programs ever. This year four 
more are added bringing to 10 
the number of counties making 
use of massive funding to tackle 
special education problems. 
Elements of the program are 
embodied in a master plan of 
special education based on 
state law. The Santa Barbara 
County Schools office is the 
coordinating agency for the dis­ 
persal of state and county tax 
funds! Lompoc Unified School 
District is a participating ele­ 
ment in the system. 
* 
State law. according to a 
publication of the state depart­ 
ment of education in 1974, seeks 
to r e fle c t the follow in g 
philosophy: “ Public education 
in California must seek out in­ 
dividuals with exceptional 
needs and provide them an 
education appropriate to their 
needs. 
“ Public education must work 
cooperatively with other public 
and private agenices to assure 
appropriate education for in­ 
dividuals with exceptional 


needs from the time of their 
identification. 
“ Public education must offer 
special assistance to excep­ 
tional individuals in a setting 
which promotes maximum in­ 
teraction with the general 
school population and which is 
appropriate to the needs of 
both.” 
Put simply, the program is 
based on the directive of the 
legislature to provide the best 
education possible to all 
children regardless of ability. 
Trustees of Lompoc Unified 
School District went into the 
program a year ago on the un­ 
derstanding that it wouldn’t 
cost the local district any 
serious outlay of funds. State 
and county funds — the county 
schools office raised money by 
an approximate 18-cent tax rate 
— enabled the local district to 
em p lo y 
e ig h t 
r e s o u r c e 
specialists — one for each of 
eight schools. 
This year with additional 
funding the district will employ 
a resource specialist in each of 
its 16 facilities - 11 elementary 
sch o o ls, two ju n ior high 
schools; two high schools; and 
one continuation high school — 
and additionally there are in­ 
structors for special day clas­ 
ses in a number of schools. Put 
simply, the resource class is in­ 
tended to provide sp ecial 
education assistance in specific 
areas on a limited basis; the 
day class is a more intense ver­ 
sion of the program. 
An estimated 700 youngsters 
districtwide will get some as­ 
sistance in one or the other of 
the programs. 
Once again, put simply, the 
new special education program 
is intended to provide education 
in four general areas: for the 


physically handicapped (all 
orthopedic conditions, heart 
conditions; blind) ; for the com­ 
m unicatively 
handicapped, 
speech or hearing problems, 
production and reception of 
sound; for the severely han­ 
dicapped, the severely dis­ 
turbed child, possibly autistic, 
and in many cases, those who 
will need lifelong assistance; 
for the learning handicapped: a 
catchall to cover those in need 
of special help in specific 
problems such as writing or 
reading. 
The four general categories 
replace the previous 28 specific 
conditions that were previously 
listed as handicaps. Workers in 
the field are doing their best to 
send into limbo the old designa­ 
tions such a s E M R , for 
Educable Mentally Retarded; 
TMR, for Trainable Mentally 
Retarded; and so on. 


If Dr. Irwin Wapner, director 
of pupil personnel for the dis­ 
trict and head of the special 
education program has his way, 
the designations — still promi­ 
nent in the 1976-77 budget—will 
go into limbo and eventual dis­ 
use. The new program is in­ 
tended to give education help 
without the labeling that proved 
to be a psychological millstone 
under the former systems. 
Great hopes have been ex­ 
pressed for the program — for 
its humaneness and objectivity 
— as it goes into the second 
year. One of the most hopeful 
features is the concept that 
“ Special education should try to 
create an environment which 
is as near the regular school en­ 
vironment as possible.” 
Inherent in all this also is the 
belief that many students with 
special education needs can 


someday be aided to a produc­ 
tive life in the community at 
large. 
There is also the thought that 
a s the sp e c ia l education 


program goes forward, it will 
identify more and more of the 
handicaps that m ar perfor­ 
mance and thus thwart our 
hopes and ambitions.

Games children can play to 
blues 


One thing that all chil­ 
dren love to do instinctively 
is play. Even in the first 
few months of life, babies 
play. They play with their 
lips.

fighters that actually fly. 
And future space travelers 
of the same age will be 
limited only by their imagi­ 
nation when they play with 
the latest Nerf—soft, indoor 
rockets and launchers. 
A favorite with hoopsters 
is 
Nerfoop 
Basketball, 
which allows youngsters 
and their moms and dads 
to safely shoot baskets in­ 
doors. You play with a four-

wall without marring the 
surface. Whatever your 
children’s interests, these 
soft, foam toys will provide 
hours of indoor fun — even 
if the sun comes out! Most 
importantly for parents, 
their safe, soft qualities will 
just about eliminate the 
need for Mom to have to 
say “No” every five minutes 
when youngsters are romp­ 
ing ’round the room. 
Games, of course, are dif­ 
ferent each time we play 
them, which, as most psy­ 
chologists know, is the best 
preparation for what is to 
come in the game of life. 
What better time to teach 
your child a new game than 
df rainy day or weekend? 
If you’ve hidden a new one 
away as a no-occasion sur­ 
prise, so much the better. 
Games that hold some ap­ 
peal to all members of the 
family have the best chance 
of becoming the favorites 
of your clan’s game library. 
Look at the enduring pop­ 
ularity of Parker’s most 
famous board game, Mo- 


nopoly, and other ones 
played ’round the world 
such as Clue, Ouija, Risk 
and Careers. 


One of the newest games 
is a really amusing action- 
game called Worm Wrestle. 
Each “manager” enters his 
worm in a battery-operated 
ring and the best worm 
eventually wriggles his way 
to victory as all others are 
tossed from the ring! The 
players bet on their own 
worms and the “manager” 
of the winning worm col­ 
lects all the money! This 
is the best kind of indoor 
action-game to take chil­ 
dren through a spate of bad 
weather. 
Flinch — a game with a 
variety of different playing 
versions — and Waterworks 
— which uses cards to show 
realistic sections of pipe­ 
line from faucet to spout — 
are two other playing-card 
games which are sure to 
please both children — and 
adults! Boggle — the new 
three-word game — is an­ 
other fun pastime that has 
broad family appeal. It’s a 


race against the timer and 
your opponents as you at­ 
tempt to make as many 
words as possible from the 
sixteen lettered cubes. The 
fun of this game is that 
everyone plays at once.

Fall fabrics 
offer exciting 
kaleidoscope 


Plaids, stripes, donegals, 
tweeds and ethnic motifs 
are just a few of the many 
designs you’ll find on fab­ 
rics of all textures this fall. 
Donegals, plaids and 
tweeds, along with tartans, 
are most likely to be found 
on wool and wool-blend 
fabrics. The favorite colors 
for fall woolens are shades 
of gray and taupe along 
with earthy browns, bur­ 
gundy, blue-green tones 
and olives. The colors are 
often m uted for a soft, 
heathery effect. 
Many of the colors and 
patterns are applied to fab­ 
rics using a new heat trans­ 
fer system, while others are 
colored through conven­ 
tional dye processes. The 
heat transfer system works 
for both natural and syn­ 
thetic fabrics. 
Wool is a natural fabric 
which lends itself to tweed 
and plaid designs. Woolens 
are often blended with syn­ 
thetic fibers such as acrylic, 
polyester, and nylon for 
more durability. These fab­ 
rics can be either washed 
or dry-cleaned. Other nat­ 
ural fabrics which are 
blended with synthetic fi­ 
bers are cotton, linen and 
silk. The blended fabrics 
keep their shape better 
with fewer or no wrinkles 
and they last longer. 
Texture is very important 
this fall in all fabrics, but 
especially in wool blends. 
A looped boucle texture is 
popular for suits, dresses 
and coats. Brushed wool, 
which is really made from 
a blend of wool, acrylic, 
mohair and nylon fibers is 
popular for solid and plaid 
coats. This is the same soft 
texture you find in wool- 
flannel blankets. Flannel 
mixed with other fibers is 
also great for winter coats 
and suits. 


Anyone who enjoys mak­ 
ing or buying clothes with 
an ethnic look should be 
pleased with the designs 
for fall fabrics. Ethnic pat­ 
terns cover the globe from 
American Indian, Aztec 
and Peruvian prints to Ori­ 
ental batiks, Moroccan pat­ 
terns, Persian carpet de­ 
signs, African and primitive 
Neanderthal prints.

for fall. While dried floral 
pieces can be purchased in 
stores throughout the year, 
it is more fun to create 
them yourself. 
Wild flowers and weeds 
(yes, those same garden 
weeds you’ve been cursing 
all summer) make beauti­ 
ful arrangements with rose 
hips from your summer 
roses. Roadsides and hill­ 
sides can provide you with 
beautiful flowers for fall 
arrangements if the area 
is not protected by law’ 
and the local plants are 
not considered endangered 
species. 
Flowers still in bloom 
should be hung upside 
down on wire coathangers 
while they dry out and 
their stems harden.

The Reds might as well have beaten a women’s softball 
team for all the emotion they displayed after their victory 
until club President Bob Howsam and pitcher Pat Zachry 
livened things up by pouring champagne on everybody in 
sight. 
“Some of these guys are acting too dignified,” said How­ 
sam, viewing the quiet Cincinnati clubhouse. “They should 
take advantage of this.” 
Zachry was the first player to get into the spirit of the oc­ 
casion.

NEW YORK (UPI) - New York Nets’ 
principal owner Roy Boe, sounding the 
battle cry of disgruntled owners, said 
Tuesday “there must be an end to the no­ 
tion that contracts freely negotiated are 
binding only on the owners, not the 
players,” including his own superstar 
Julius Erving. 
With four years remaining on a seven- 
year. $19 million contract, Erving, the 
ABA’s Most Valuable Player the last 
three years, Monday said he wanted the 
final four years of his co n tract 
renegotiated because the Nets’ manage­ 
ment had not made good on several 
promised bonuses. 
And u n l e s s t h a t c o n t r a c t is 
renegotiated. Erving said he would not 
report to training camp, which begins 
Friday. 
Boe pointed out that in 1972, while un­ 
der contract with the now defunct 
Virginia Squires. Erving jumped to the 
Atlanta Hawks of the National Basket­ 
ball Association when Virginia refused to 
yield to his demand and renegotiate his 
contract. 
Boe said that at that time Erving was 
given what probably was the richest con­ 
tract in sports history, calling for 
salaries, which escalated from a base of 
$185,000 in the first year to $275,000 in the 
last year of the seven-year contract. In 
addition, the contract included incentive 
bonuses, which could reach over $60,000 
per year and, in fact, did last season. 
“ As if that wasn't enough, Julius was 
given a $300,000 cash bonus on signing. 
$200,000 in deferred payments and 
substantial throw-ins such as a $100,000, 
10-year interest-free loan, payment 
toward his living quarters, a new car 
every two years, insurance, and the 
like,” said Boe. 
However, Erving’s business manager, 
Irwin Weiner, said the Nets had reneged 
on a deal to extend Erving’s contract 
another three years. 
“ We’re dissatisfied with the way the 
club callously refuses to recognize finan­ 
cially Julius’s talents.” Weiner said. 
"Boe made certain promises in the past 
and not one has been kept.”

shot jai alai 
into big time

HARTFORD, Conn. (UPI) - Playing 
jai alai is like trying to catch a machine- 
gun bullet in a laundry basket and it took 
a scandal to entrench the game in New 
England where the fastest action of all 
now is at the bettors’ window. 
A year or two ago, most Connecticut 
fans counldn’t even pronounce “hi-ligh.” 
Now, thanks to a missing $2bU,0U0 and a 
cloud over the name of one of the area’s 
most powerful political figures, they are 
wagering $1 million a day at two 
frontons, or arenas, in Hartford and 
Bridgeport. 
The fast and furious game has moved 
north from Florida where it has been 
popular for 50 years. It originated in the 
Basque region of the Pyrenees in the 17th 
century where a match then took hours 
to complete. 
Now eight players compete in singles 
or doubles matches, slamming a rock- 
hard ball, or pelota, against the walls at 
speeds of up to 150 miles per hour from a 
curved wicker basket called a cesta, 
strapped to their arms. 
Matches rarely take more than 15 
minutes and fans who fail to get their 
tongues around the Basque names of the 
players urge them on by using the 
numbers on their jerseys. 
But every silver lining has its cloud, 
and jai alai’s entry into the state was 
preceded by a scandal in which the 
former president of the Bridgeport 
fronton said he gave the late John Moran 
Bailey. $250,000 to get the pelota pelting 
at his fronton. 
The promoter, David Friend, 39, 
casually dropped the bomb somewhere 
between the soup and nuts at a 
restaurant near his Hollywood, Fla., 
home as he regaled two Connecticut law 
enforcement types about his alleged 
behind-the-scenes wheeling and dealing. 
“Chicken feed!” said Friend of the 
$250,000. 
Bailey had been dead for some time 
when Friend volunteered his information 
and he later repeated it under oath. As­ 
sociates of Bailey — the Connecticut 
chairman of the Democratic Party for 40 
years and the national head during the 
Kennedy and Johnson Administrations — 
also testified. 
The associates said no record of the 
$250,000 could be found in the files of 
Bailey’s law firm. Friend then was 
charged with perjury, pleaded innocent, 
and a trial is pending. 
The bad publicity did not hurt the 
Bridgeport arena — its public relations 
man sees it as a blessing in disguise — 
and it helped put the industrial city on 
the gambling map for New Yorkers, 60 
miles down the road.

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Government bans use of red dye 
Indians km 
Youth authority chief rapped 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
government today banned the 
red dye used to color maras­ 
chino cherries, despite claims 
the action will cause economic 
disaster in the industry which 
produces them. 
It also banned a black dye 
used in eyebrow pencils and 
mascara and once used to color 
licorice, gumdrops and other 
candy. 
The bans, effective im ­ 
mediately. are necessary be­ 
cause of unanswered safety 
questions, the Food and Drug 
Administration said in a state­ 
ment. 
In the case of the cherry dye. 
Red No. 4, the ban is needed 
because of a possible “associa­ 
tion beween the color and 
urinary bladder polyps (tu­ 
m ors) and atrophy of the 
adrenals 
(glands) 
in dogs 
tested.” the FDA said 


Under the order Red 4 may no 
longer be used in any food or in­ 
gested drug but it may be used 
in 
e x t e r n a l l y 
a pplied 
medicines, such as mercuro- 
chrome. 
The other dye. carbon black, 
is banned because there are no 
test methods available to detect 
possible cancer-causing agents 
that may exist in it. the agency 
said. It may no longer be used 
in food, drugs or cosmetic. 
The only approved food use 
for Red 4 is in maraschino 
cherries, of which American 
consumers buy $100 million 
every year. 
The Maraschino Cherry As­ 
sociation contends there is no 
adequate substitute for Red 4 
and the ban will result in 
cherries that are an unappetiz­ 
ing dirty orange color. 
It foresees a ruined market 
for the 18.000 to 20,000 cherry 


growers — mostly#in Michigan, 
California, Oregon, Washington 
and New York — whose entire 
crops wind up in cakes, cookies 
and other confections, or in the 
bottom of whiskey sour and 
Manhattan glasses. 
The carbon black ban will 
have less impact. The Cos­ 
metic, Toiletry and Fragrance 
Association, which represents 
90 per cent of that industry, said 
“Many of our members have 
already switched to iron oxide” 
because of a “supply problem” 
with carbon black 
An FDA spokesman, howe­ 
ver. told UPI the color is still 
being used in cosmetics and is 
“very important” to the indus­ 
try, although he could not es­ 
timate the actual usage 
The National Confectioners 
Association has said the black 
color was once used for candy 
but substitutes have been found

The bans are the second 
major FDA attack on food 
colors this year. In February, 
after a decade of controversy, 
the agency banned Red No. 2, 
once the nation’s most widely 
used food coloring, because of 
safety questions including its 
possible role as a cancer 
causer 
The FDA also said 10 other 
color additives whose use is ap­ 
proved for cosmetics — but 
which apparently are not being 
used — will be banned in 30 
days because the industry no 
longer is asking for continued 
approval for them. 
The FDA also said it will — in 
completing a lengthy review of 
all color additives — per­ 
manently approve 20 other 
colors, which previously had 
only tentative approval, all of 
which may be used in drugs and 
cosmetics only. 


Lawsuit settled 
for hamburgers 
LOS ANGELES (UPI) - The 
Hamburger Hamlet restaurant 
group settled a lawsuit Monday 
by agreeing to pay off in ham­ 
burgers — $10,000 worth. 
“Sometimes you settle a law­ 
suit any way you can,” com­ 
mented 
attorney George 
DeRoy, whose firm brought a 
class action suit against the 
restaurant chain over stock 
transactions. 
As payment of its legal fees, 
the law firm will receive 
coupons good for $997 worth of 
hamburgers or other food at the 
group’s six restaurants. 
The suit was filed on behalf of 
stockholders, alleging the firm 
was buying back stock, at less 
than its true value, in an at­ 
tempt to return the corporation 
to a private holding. Ham­ 
burger Hamlet officers denied 
the accusation. 
The two sides settled out of 
court with neither side conced­ 
ing the point. 


The 60 stockholders will 
share “ awards” of coupons 
good for hamburgers, ranging 
from 35 cents worth for Nancy 
Dismore’s one share to more 
than $1.200 worth of burgers for 
William E. Ruser. who holds 
4.000 shares.

MANAUS. Brazil (UPI) - 
Mayurunas Indians in the 
remote, western edge of the 
Brazilian Amazon Jungle have 
begun killing their newborn 
females in an attempt to wipe 
out their tribe rather than con­ 
front civilization, according to 
a Brazilian anthropologist. 
Anthropologist Paulo Lucena 
said the Indians, whose num­ 
bers have been severely dimin­ 
ished in the last four years 
since coming into contact with 
white oil explorers, intend to 
exterminate themselves rather 
than continue suffering the im­ 
pact of civilization. 
“Desperate and feeling that 
they have no place to go, they 
decided to die,” Lucena wrote 
to Ismarth de Oliveira, the 
president of the National Indian 
Foundation. The document was 
made public today. 
The Mayurunas, who inhabit 
dense jungle along the Brazil- 
ian-Peruvian border, 1,480 miles 
up the Amazon River, have 
been r e d u c e d f r o m a p ­ 
proximately 2,000 at the end of 
1972 to little more than 400 at 
present, Lucena said. 
He said the Indians died 
quickly from flu, measles, 
venereal diseases and gastroin­ 
testinal ailments brought to 
their settlements by the whites. 


The remaining 400 are the 
only members of the Mayuru­ 
nas living on the Brazilian side 
of the border. 


He said the rest of the 
region’s approximately 10,000 
Mayurunas live on the Peruvi­ 
an side, where they enjoy far 
more favorable living condi­ 
tions and are aided by a new 
Peruvian law that provides for 
self-government and medical 
and housing aid. 


Lucena said the remaining In­ 
dians decided to stay in Brazil 
because they revere their land. 
“This is the reason there 
hasn’t been a total exodus for 
Peruvian territory,” he said. 


According to the National In­ 
dian Foundation, the Mayuru­ 
nas were once considered “the 
terroros” (terrorists) of the 
region. ?nd a military expedi­ 
tion was launched against them 
in 1963

Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — Somehow unsupervised children got 
into our church and spilled copying ink (we think it is 
mimeograph ink) on our beautiful red carpet. We would 
like to know if it will come out. If so. how do we do it. We 
church ladies are eagerly awaiting your reply. Also, I 
would like to know how to get silly putty out of my 
carpet. Both these are low pile with nylon. — M.J 
DEAR M .J. — Without knowing definitely what type 
of ink this is, it would be very foolish to start experimen­ 
ting with a large church carpet. Permanent inks are 
usually permanent after they dry and set and should 
always be blotted up with water IMMEDIATELY. 
When quick enough about doing this, they can 
sometim es be w ash»! out. I feel you need the advice of a 
professional rug cleaner who will come and look at your 
carpet. 
You said "children got in and spilled copying ink” and 
that made me wonder if that would be considered van­ 
dalism. Perhaps it would be well to discuss this with the 
agent who carries the insurance for your church. It 
MAY take care of such a problem. 
I know of nothing specificially for removing silly putty 
but you might try hardening the putty with ice and try to 
"b all” it like gum. Then roll gently to pull away from 
the carpet. Or you might try (test first) a dry cleaning 
fluid, then a detergent, water and vinegar solution and 
then more dry cleaning fluid, as the American Institute 
of Rug Cleaning suggests for chewing gum. Dry and 
then brush gently. - POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is with restaurants that 
serve salads, but not diet dressing unless they charge extra for 
it. Regular dressing just adds unwanted calories for dieters 
- MAY. 
DEAR POLLY — My two-year old son was drinking punch 
when he managed to spill it down the front of his white tank 
top I thought it was ruined, but I dyed the shirt completely in 
some of the punch.

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
Drug crackdown 
aborted by Ford 


WASHINGTON - Publicly, President 
Ford has called for a crackdown on the 
kingpins of the narcotics trade. But 
behind the scenes, he and Internal 
Revenue Commissioner Donald Alex­ 
ander aborted a tough drug enforcement 
program 


Ford’s failure to back the program 
com es at the very 
time when the heroin 
flow from Mexico, 
Europe and the Far 
East is at a peak and 
the nation appears 
headed for a new ad­ 
diction crisis. 
Top 
n a r c o t ic s 
dealers rarely handle 
the drugs. Instead, 
they rake in lucrative 
profits from street 
sales and hide their il­ 
legal spoils in foreign 
banks 
Clearly, IRS is an essential 
agency in making strong cases against 
the money men. 


Thus, last April, the President ordered 
Treasury Secretary William Simon and 
A lexan d er to plan an IRS drug 
crackdown. The “merchants of death, 
who profit from the misery and suffering 
of others, deserve the full measure of 
national revulsion,” Ford said in a major 
speech. 


Treasury officials thought Ford meant 
business They asked the White House 
for $20.6 million for intelligence opera­ 
tions, much of it to be used in the fight 
against narcotics. 
Ford’s own budget office turned down 
the request. 
M eanwhile, Simon established a 
Treasury Anti-Drug Enforcement Com­ 
mittee. The panel headed by Treasury 
Under Secretary Jerry Thomas, was sup­ 
posed to develop a plan to combat the 
drug peddlers. Other members included 
David Macdonald, Assistant Treasury 
Secretary for enforcement activities; 
Vernon Acree, commissioner of the U.S. 
Customs Service; and Alexander. 
Thomas, according to a confidential 
memorandum, submitted a dynamic 14- 
point plan developed by Macdonald that 
called for a strong IRS role in fighting 
drug traffickers Under the proposal, 
which the committee supported, the IRS 
' would annually investigate at least 600 of 
the biggest drug dealers in the country. 
The Macdonald plan never saw the 
light of day. Alexander refused to set up 
an antidrug program within the IRS and 
dispatched a weaker proposal to Simon's 
office. His memorandum called for a 
simple exchange of information between 
the IRS and Drug Enforcement Ad­ 
ministration. The document falsely in­ 
dicated that the Alexander plan had 
Thomas’ approval. 
Indeed. Thomas was not even invited 
to a secret meeting between Alexander 
and top Treasury aides where the final 
agreement between IRS and DEA was 
drawn up. 
Shortly afterward, Thomas wrote 
another confidential memo imploring his 
committee members to accept at least a 
portion of the stronger Macdonald plan. 
“Without these components,” the docu­ 
ments states, “it is unlikely that a new 
program will be ... successful ... As a 
matter of fact, it does not appear that 
the IRS agreement (with DEA) provides 


for a separate, identifiable program as 
contemplated by the President.” 


Thomas’ attempt to save the Mac­ 
donald proposal failed, and the woefully 
inadequate agreement between the IRS 
and DEA was adopted. 


To silence internal opposition to the 
weak program, the White House quietly 
moved Macdonald from Teasury to a 
Navy Department job that has nothing to 
do with drug enforcement. 
Rep. Charles Vanik, D-Ohio, will ex­ 
pose the lackluster efforts of the IRS and 
the White House to fight drug abuse in 
testimony before the new Select Com­ 
mittee on Narcotics and Drug Abuse. 


Footnote; 
White House spokesmen 
have consistently said that the Ad­ 
ministration is doing all it can to fight 
narcotics traffic. 
UNLOVED DIPLOMAT: Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger summarily dis­ 
missed James Akins from his job as am­ 
bassador to Saudi Arabia last year 
without telling the diplomat the reason 
why. 
However, the story is told in secret 
memos and letters Akins sent to friends 
in the United States. 


Akins first learned he had been fired 
when he read it in the newspapers of 
Aug. 19,1975. "I checked with the (State) 
Department early that morning,“ he 
wrote to Sen. Charles Percy, R-IU., “and 
found no one — not even Assistant 
Secretary (Alfred) Atherton or Under 
Secretary (Charles) Robinson — who 
knew anything. By late that afternoon 
Atherton confirmed that the story was 
true.” 


I have a communication here from a 
committee of illustrious Americans 
which begins by sounding a dirge. 
“Washington, D.C. 
— Over 70 million 
voting age Americans — more than 
voted for both Lyndon Johnson and Barry 
Goldwater only 12 years ago — will not 
vote in 1976 ... In the last eight years, as 
many as 10 million 
Americans have drop­ 
ped out of the political 
system.” 
These figures alarm 
me less than they do 
the gentlem en who 
transmit them. I am 
much more alarmed 
by proposals to seduce 
people into voting than 
by the high incidence 
of nonvoters. Needless 
to say, it is most 
p r o m in e n tly 
th e 
D em ocrats who are asking for 
automated registration. 
Jimmy Carter announced last week 
that his Administration would take effec­ 
tive measures to register the four 
million “ Latinos” — i.e., men and 
women living in the United States who, 
unlike the m illio n s of H ispan ic 
background who have adjusted to a 
society that speaks in the English 
tongue, speak no English at all. 
Presumably the lingua franca Mr. 
Carter will speak to them in is The 
Smile. 
The idea is to multiply the vote, and 
the appetite D em ocratic leaders 
(Congressman Udall has championed 
penny post-card voting for years) have 
for a higher vote derives, I fear, from 
their conviction that there are more 
s ta y -a t-h o m e D e m o c r a ts th an 
Republicans; which is probably correct 
inasmuch as there is a higher incidence 
of civic-minded Republicans than of 
civic-minded Democrats, though this is 
not the way Jimmy Carter would put it. 
The Hart Research Associates poll has 
done much damage to the superstition 
fondled over the years by Democratic 
get-out-the-voters that physical obstruc­ 
tions stand in the way of a large vote. 
The rhetoric of these reformers conjures 
up the image of 70 million sharecroppers 
who rise at dawn, an hour before the 
polls open, returning at dusk, one hour 
after the polls close, collapsing into their 
bunks from fatigue, weeping over the 
lost historical opportunity to vote for 
Jimmy Carter and a better age. The poll 
reveals that only 18 per cent of the peo­ 
ple who don’t intend to vote this year list 
as an important reason for not doing so 
the physical inconvenience involved. The 
rest give sundry reasons, most easily 
grouped under the heading, “There ain’t 
anything going between the two parties I 
want in on.” 
Now that is a bad sign, or a good sign, 
take your choice. If half the American 
people feel that the country is in pretty 
good shape, and will fare well whether 
under the direction of Democrats or 
Republicans, then a large stay-at-home 
vote is something of a tribute to the 


country’s government. Who would forego 
a game of golf, or an episode of “Mary 
Hartman, Mary Hartman,” to vote for 
the President of Switzerland? The alter­ 
native view is that the situation out there 
in the world of politics is so bad, there 
isn’t any point in inconveniencing 
yourself over the Hobson’s choice of­ 
fered to us by R epublicans and 
Democrats. 
Now I happen to believe that there is a 
significant difference between the alter­ 
native, Ford versus Carter. But the trou­ 
ble is, How do I know that if I succeed in 
getting a bunch of people who weren’t 
going to vote all stirred up, they’d come 
into the polls and vote for Ford? A truly 
civic-m inded person who believes 
strongly that the country will fare better 
under Ford may conclude that the more 
people who don’t vote, the better off the 
country will be. 
Partisanship aside, there are very few 
grounds for believing that we are being 
deprived of the latent wisdom of 
America. The polls reveal that among 


nonvoters the most admired political 
figure in American history is — John F. 
Kennedy, with 50 per cent of the vote. 
The runner-up is FDR, with 20 per cent; 
and that gives you an idea of the political 
sophistication of nonvoters. The matter 
is clinched by the standing of Abraham 
Lincoln, 
who manages to get two per 
cent of the vote. The only heartening 
datum is the correlation between JFK’s 
standing and the age of the nonvoter. He 
begins with 60 per cent in the 18-24 age 
bracket, and declines steadily along the 
way, achieving only 30 per cent among 
those over 65, both FDR and Lincoln hav­ 
ing doubled their scores in the course of 
traversing the same graph 
I would prefer efforts in the other 
direction, designed to maximize the pos­ 
sibility of thoughtful votes. The poll tax 
was eliminated because it was thought to 
be regressive in economic impact Okay. 
But an elementary questionaire should 
be admissible. One — say — which 
required the voter to reveal that he 
knows who Abraham Lincoln was.

Those Pacific Gas and Electric Com­ 
pany public relations people have eagle 
eyes and react immediately to the 
printed word, even our “Thoughts While 
Shaving,” if anything is written about 
electrical rate increases.

“Pacific Gas and 
E lectric 
Company 
couldn’t agree more. 
But the utility can no 
m ore e sc a p e the 
ravages of inflation 
than can your newspaper. The newsprint 
cirsis and shortage of a couple of years 
ago were similar to the energy crisis 
that was aggravated by the Arab oil em­ 
bargo: if one were to stay in business, he 
had to buy the necessary products at vir­ 
tually whatever price available. In the 
case of electric utilities, most still are at 
the mercy of the OPEC nations, since the 
majority of oil burned to generate 
electricity is imported. The price of 
natural gas, also used 
to make 
electricity, has been rising rapidly too.” 
As to the fuel cost adjustment ques­ 
tion, Davin continued: “It is an amount 
applied to each kilowatt-hour to compen­ 
sate the utility for its actual fuel ex­ 
penses. It will continue to rise because

Finally, Akins spoke with Kissinger 
himself. “I hadn’t really believed I was 
leaving until the meeting with Kissinger 
yesterday,” he wrote in a secret letter to 
Simon. “But it has now obviously been 
irrevocably decided.” 
He would like to return to the 
diplomatic service some day, Akins con­ 
cluded in his letter to Simon, but only 
"when there are men of honor at the top 
of the State Department.”
